ed effective with the 1962-63 
school term that the March exa- 
mination has been discontinued 
and that one examination (for 
high school seniors, high school 
graduates and students enrolled 
in college) is to be held in Octo- 
ber each year. Superintendent 
Bailey has also anonunced that 
a new examination has been se- 
cured. The State Department of 
Education has bought exclu- 
sive rights, for Florida use, to a 
Scholarship Aptitude Test which 
has been designated the “State 
Scholarship Examination.” 

These changes will make it 
possible for high school students 
to know at the beginning of the 
second semester of their senior 
year whether or not they will 
receive a State Scholarship 
Loan, High School Seniors will 
compete for scholarships to be- 
come effective with the begin- 
ning of the following school 
term. College students taking 
the October examination will 
compete for stholarships vacant 
at the time of the examination. 
The new examination requires 
seventy minutes net testing time 
and will be administered be- 
tween 9:00 a. m. and 11:00 a. m. 
Scores from a previous scho- 
larship examination may not be 
used. All applicants must take 
the new examination. 


To be eligible to participate 


must be a citizen of the United 
States and a bona fide resident 
of Florida (must have lived in 
Florida for at least one year.) 

High school seniors, high 
school graduates and students 
enrolled in college should se- 
cure an application from the 
guidance department at their 
school or from the County Sup- 
erintendent’s Office. The appli- 
cation form should be complet- 
ed in full, including all signa- 
tures, prior to the date of the 
examination. Upon arrival at 
the examination center the com- 
pleted form should be present- 
ed to the examiner in charge.

Color Illusions 


Hide Room Problems 

The skillful use of color creat- 
es illusions that minimize arch- 
itectural problems in rooms. 

Here's why, says Miss Mary 
Todd, Home Demonstration A- 
gent. Bright tones and warm 
colors advance or move out, 
Dull tones and cool colors re- 
cede or fade away. 

When colors move out, they 
can make a room appear smal- 
ler and may cause a closed-in 
feeling. Fade-away or receding 
colors can create an illusion of 
openness, expecially when there 
is little contrast between the 
furnishings and walls. 

Color can lower or heighten 
ceilings. For example, a dark- 
er color on the ceiling than on 
the walls lowers the ceiling. A 
lighter color on the ceiling than 
on the walls heightens the ceil- 
ing. 

Color can tie together a room 
portant for altering the appear- 
ance of a room. For example, 
bringing the ceiling color down 
about a foot on the walls seems 
to make a high ceiling lower. 
Or using an interesting rug 
draws attention away from a 
high ceiling by calling attention 
to the floor, 

Color ca ntie together a room 
that is badly cut up by win- 
dows and doors. When the same 
color is used on woodwork and 
walls, they seem to flow togeth- 
er.
